Belle Case La Follette, the 
wife of dne United States senator, the mother of another 
United States; vn and the mother of a governor, died at 
Washingten, Tuesday, at the age of 72 years. 

If Mrs, LaFollette had no other claim to fame, the reflected 
glory of her menfolk’s achievements would be sufficient ‘but, 
as is so often the,case with real mothers, her inspiration was 
unquestionably responsible for the success of her men. 

“Fightin’ Bob” La Follette, her late husband, unlike many 
men who have achieved greatness, cheerfully gave to his wife 
the credit that was her due. He called her “The Counselor” 
and freely credited her with being the inspiration for the 
great principles of progressivism promulgated by him. 

The-faith and foresight of “The Counselor” enabled “Fight- 
in’ Boh”.,to carry on when one who proposed progressive re- 


forms-and principles was looked upon as a radical andia dan-: 


gerous leader. 
In thege days of women in politics, it is refreshing to re- 

member. that “The Counselor” elected to remain jo OF back- 

ground as the guiding spirit, rather than to capitalize én’ 


what Mrs. LaFollette could have succeeded her hisban@/ in 
the United States senate had she so desired. She was urged

To “The Counselor” also goes the credit of successfully di- 
recting the long campaign of her son Philip for the governor- 
ship of Wisconsin. Gov. W. J.-Kohler was a foeman worthy 
of anyone’s stéel, but “The Counselor,” by her sage advice 
and instinctive understanding of politics, overthrew him and 
seated’ her son in the capito] at- Madison. 

The clan of La Follette will miss ‘““The Counselor.” To lose, 
atone stroke, the mother and the political mentor, will be a 
terrific -blow,.and the impression persists that the young- 
er La Follettes more greatly need “The Counselor” than 
did “Fightin’ Bob.” 


Curbing Production 
What the oil industry has been unable to accomplish for 
itself, two fearless governors, Murray of Oklahoma and Ster- 
ling of Texas, seem to have achieved. Crude prices have jump- 
ed from 25 cents to 77 cents. 4 
The question. of how to curb over-production in this coun- 


try has kept economists, politicians and many others wide: - 


awake at night when they should have been enjoying their 
beauty sleep. The two southwestern governors. have discov- 
ered one method. Whether it will prove permanently bene- 
‘ficial, of course, is another question. 

Almost every major industry in the country is facing the 
same situation, but without the possibilities of centralized 
control which exist in oil. Overproduction of crude .oil is 
probably due to the necessity of offsetting producing wells. 

If John Smith owns land adjoining that on which a produc- 
ing well is brought in, he must offset the producer with: a 
well on his own ground, whether oil is worth a quarter or a 
dollar a barrel. Naturally, this has made for much useless 


drilling, from the standpoint of the necessities of the indus- 
try. 

Individual owners would never have consented to shut 
down their wells voluntarily, any more than individual farm- 
ers will ever shoot square on reducing acreage of corn or 
wheat. The natural instinct is to advocate reduction of pro- 
duction—but expect the other fellow to bring it about. 

Whether there is a lesson for the rest of:the country in the 
actions of Governors Murray and Sterling, remains to be seen. 
It is not entirely without the realms of possibility that strong 
arm action could be taken in agriculture. — 

This paper most emphatically does not-believe in further 
assumption by government of paternalistic contro] of indus- 
try. We believe that many of the evils today have resulted 
from too much government, too many commissions, entire- 
ly too much extension of bureaucracy in a country which 
grew and waxed fat on competition. 

On the other hand, it may be necessary for government to 
take a hand in curbing useless production. The: individual 
industries seem incapable of self-government, as witness the 
economic depression of the past two years. 

The results of the strong-arm methods employed by Mur- 
ray:and Sterling are going to be carefully watched by many 
other industries which cannot control their own outputs. 


The Tariff 


How much of the blame for the slump in business may be 
attributed to the tariff is a debatable question, and one which 
will probably come in for considerable airing when congress 
meets in*December. This country seems pretty definitely 
committed to the principle of a high protective tariff but 
there is considerable room for doubt as to the wisdom of a 


‘ tariff as high as the Smoot-Hawley schedule. 


Probably no substantial portion of the population could be 





interesteu these days in a free trade policy. On the other hand 
it is extremely doubtful whether the United States can, sur- 
vive in business by erecting a tariff wall of such height as 
to provoke constant retaliation from other countries. 

There must be a happy. medium somewhere between the 
two extremes which will enable American labor to enjoy the 
high standard of living it deserves and still not completely 
crush out foreign trade. Neither this country nor any other 
country is going to sit quietly and not retaliate when other 
nations demand trading conditions impossible to meet. 

There seems to be a pretty definite feeling uhroughout the 
country that congress went just a little too far in “protect- 
ing” some industries and the record of wages paid by these 
industries during the depression will likely be given consider- 
ation when next the question of tariff arises.

PREVENTIVE MEDICINE A SERI- 
OUS HEALTH MENACE 


In “Howto Live” (Vol. 6, No. 4) 
Dr. George R: Clements says “The 
orthodox af. ctive of medicine is a 
GREAT MENACE TO THE PUB- 
LIC HEALTH. ‘This statement is 
a fact,,supported by statistics and 
by statements .of the greatest medi- 
cal doctors in all generations. and 
ages. ,;.Orthodox medical methods 
are spreading disease, crippling hu- 
manity,;.and: shortening the life- 
span. ‘fhe injection of serums into 
the -=blood-stream is a_ serious 
menace to health.” 

With the development of so-called 
preventive medicine’ there is an 
ever increasing tendency on the 
part of organized medicine to force 
serums:’ and'/vaccines on the public, 
the principal methods of treatment, 
under ‘the fallacious. theory that 
vaccines and serums will cause im- 
munity:to certain diseases. Legis- 
lation is beirig enacted sponsored 
by medical societies toward this end, 
and all health education programs 
advocate: suth methods regardless 
of the:harmful effects resulting 
frcm therni-which are well known. 

Besides the dangers. from any 
form of sermm or vaccine such at- 
tempt at making a person immunine” 
to any disease has been proved to 
be based on a theory that is false, 
and authorities are now discarding 
serum therapy who have*previous- 
ly used such methods widely in their 
practive. Dr. Ernest E. Irons is 
one such authority, and inthe 
Journal of the AMA, Vol. 96,:No; 
16, says: “While: some clinicians 
use vaccines * extensively many 
others are firmly convinced ‘that 
the dangers outweigh the ‘possible 
benefits to be .obtained.” 

Another authorify-who reported 
the results @f ‘toXin-antitoxin in- 
jections and showed it to be a fail- 
ure is Dr. Thelander who report-= 
ed in California and Western Medi- 
cine (Vol. XXXII, No. 5), “To 
further substantiate the evidence 
that our toxin-antitoxin immuniza- 
tion is not so effective as it should 
be, and is generally assumed to be, 
is the fact that at the Children 
Hospital the past year there have 
been forty-four cases of diphtheria 
with five deaths and. of this group, 
eight cases. with’ one death had 
toxin-antitozin six months to two 
years previously, in one case two 
serics. The occurrence of these 
cases the past year was surprising 
and disconcerting and show that 
toxin-antitoxin is not’ so effective 
as it is assumed to.be.” 

Dr. Bret Ratner, an M. D. of 
New York also reports serious con- 
sequences following serum inocula- 
tion and so reports such instances 
in the Journal of the AMA, Vol. 94, 
No. 20, p. 2046. In his article Dr. 
Ratner says: “I am primarily in- 
terested here in presenting experi- 
mental and clinical observations 
which I deem convincing enough to 
offer as a possible explanation for 
the particular % natural — horse 
serum hypersensitiveness encount- 
ered when a child or an adult, re- 
ceiving an injection of horse serum 
for the first tirne, dies in. acute 
anaphylatic shock or manifacts 
grave accelerated allergic reac- 
tions Still ‘another serious result 
of serum treatment reported by Dr. 
Irons who has had wide experience 
with this form of “preventive medi- 
cine,” is asthma following injec- 
tions or inoculations with serums 
or vaccines. He says: “Out of 140 
instances of harmful results, in- 
cluding a number of cases in which 
death was considered to have been 
caused by the use of vaccines sub- 
cutaneously.....injected, seventeen 
cases of asthma were reported to 
have followed-courses of bacterial 
vaccines, administered to patients 
who previously’*were not known to 
have suffered from asthma.” 

In spite of these known harmful 
organized medicine would force 
gerums and vaccines upon school 
children as the price of obtaining 





and education, and upon adults also 
and are promoting these nostrums 
by every possible means at their 
disposal. Such methods are advo- 
cated in all health talks and health 
education programs. Organized 
medicine is seeking also to control 
all public health programs and re- 
tain leadership so as to be in a po- 
sition to advance allopathic medi- 
cine regardless of the preference of 
the individual. An abstract of the 
address of the President of the AMA 
Dr. E, Starr Judd, clearly indicates 
the: intentions of the medical pro- 
fession. In his address, which was 
made the basis of an editorial in 
the Journal of the Arkansas Medi- 
cal Society for June, 1931, he is 
quoted as saying: 

“Public health and other medical 
lectures sponsored by county medi- 
cal societies should be one of the 
important obligations of the county 
society. These lectures may be ab- 
stracted and published in the daily 
press. The society can help q great 
deal by utilizing every effort at 
its command to educate people 
along medical lines. The import- 
ance of education for the public is 
not new but the importance of it is 
more fully realized now than. it 
was in. former years. Every phy- 
Sician can do his part in this work. 
Properly regulated and controlled 
by medical societies and: their offi- 
cers, this-plan of giving out medical 
facts is certain to lead to results of 
great value. Those who control 
the radio corporations are over- 
whelmed with applications for time 
On their programs to broadcast 
‘quack remedies and cures, and they 
are anxious to know. what should 
be accepted: and’ what*should not. 
Tt is one of the obligations $f the 
medical profession to'give them this 
information. The consensus: among 
members of: the. medical profession 
generally is that,.somie sort of pub- 
licity ‘should be’ supplied «by which 
the public will ‘be made to under- 
stand the nature, the-purposes and 
the results*of thé -effort:made by 
scientific medicine:‘for ° prevention 
arid’.control ‘of. disease. The pro- 
fession’ of medicine ;is under obli- 
gation to protect the public from 
unsound programs as. much as to 
see that it is informed on the prop- 
er principles... This scheme 
brings the medical profession as a 
whole into the leadership of all 
activities pertaining to medicine 
within the State. The profession is 
obligated to direct all medical ac- 
tivities.” 

These frank statements of the 
President of the AMA leaves little 
doubt as to how completely organ- 
ized medicine seeks to control all 
matters relating to public health. 
The public under this proposed pro- 
gram will have only such health 
education as it pleases the medical 
trust to give them, and only that 
approved by organized medicine 
which means allopathic medicine 
will be promoted to the exclusion of 
any other school or system of heal- 
ing.

When health, 
the primary concern of man, is in- 
volved there is less and less ob- 
jection to these subsidies for such 
purposes. More basic even than 
education and public improvements 
is the public health . . . nothing de- 
serves freer public support.”

“When it comes to voting for your 
next governor,” he said, “No mat- 
ter who it is, for goodness sake 
make him raise his right hand and 
take an oath that he will not call 
out the state militia to shoot down 
good German farmers simply be- 
cause they object tosome state vet- 
ernarian coming along and raising 
their cow’s tail to give them a shot 
of serum, calling it a test for T. B. 
when they admit the test is not 
infallible— possibly having the 
farmer shot down by state troops 
merely because he says he wants 
the milk of his cows tested instead 
of the cow’s tail:

“It’s a crime, a stain and a dis- 
grace to the state of Iowa, put there 
by Dan Turner, your present gov- 
ernor, when the troops were ordered 
to mobolize and get ready to march 
down on the farmers of Cedar 
county. We have been disgraced in 
the eyes of every state in the union 
—hbefore one hundred and twe:.ty 
million people,” Mr. Baker declared. 

“Yes,” he said, “Dan Turner .is 
original. He is the first governor 
in the United States that I recall 
who called out soldiers against 
farmers. Vote for him again if that 
is the kind of treatment you want.” 

Mr. Baker continued his address 
by declaring he is more interested 
in the fight for farmers to be placed 
under one leadership than anything 
else and that right now there is a 
crying need for leadership and if 
the time comes when. it becomes 
necessary, and he is called, he will 
sacrifice his personal business in- 
terests to lgad the farmers in ‘their 


:|fight for justice. 


Hoodwinked 46 Years 

The speaker said that 
papers,.which are lied by, the 
capitalistic group would pe any 
man-who would aspire to office if 
that man would not be. in favor of 
Wall Street. He claimed that farm- 
ers of Iowa had been hoodwinked by 
the politicians for the past 46 years 
and 1932 would be a golden oppor- 
tunity for them to elect men to 
office who are worthy of farmers’ 
support. Mr. Baker warned hf: 
hearers against the famous “back 
slappers and hand shakers,” who 
came around before election and 
after being voted into office, turn 
cold shoulders to the farmers and 
their problems. As an example of 
this type he cited Dan Turner, the 
present governor, and told of his 
stand against the farmers of Cedar 
county in their fight against -the

No: More Charity Work by Trust Doctors 

“The physician is no more obligated to provide for the care 
of the indigent sick than his fellow citizen. 

“When a hospital offers its facilities to a mixed clientele, 
pay, part pay and pauper, the distinction between the sources 
of those facilities should be clearly recognized. The physi- 
cal equipment and service is of genera] public origin, and their 
uses may be sold or given away at tHe discretion of the lay 
boards; but the professional facilities. are, and*always must 
be, the combinatioa of the medical staff as individuals_and 
cannot become in any sense the property of the institutid¥ 

“No hospital instituted and supported by public philan- 
thropy cr community co-operation of any kind should be per- 
mitted to increase its revenues, and so reduce its financial 
burden on the public, by any system of collecting fees for 
medical attendance, and thus engaging in the corporate prac- 


tice of medicine.” 


In plainer words, the second paragraph means that in pub- 
licly-owned or charitable hospitals, the nurses and other .at- 
tendants are parts of the service, but the doctors are a high 
and privileged professional class standing above the “serv- 


ice” 


whose established fees and charges must not be dis- 
turbed or exploited in the interest of the patients. 


The sec- 


ond paragraph means that charity hospitals supported by the 
public must not count any longer on reduced medical trust 
fees or charges to help the hospitals, for they are not going 


to get them. 


For Disabled Veterans With Nonservice Disabilities 

‘Whereas, the government of the United States has deter- 
mined upon a policy of rendering aid to disabled veterans 
with nonservice-connected disabilities, and the policy at pres- 
ent involves a large outlay on the part of the government in 
the construction and administration of government hospitals ; 

“Resolved, that the American Medical Association urge up- 
on veterans’ organizations and the Congress of the United 
States the wisdom and fairness of administering benefits to 
disabled veterans with nonservice-connected disabilities 
through the agency of a. disability insurance policy which, 
would be issued to each veteran and which would provide for 
the payment of a sum of money per week in the event of to- 
tal disability during the period of such total disability, on 
the satisfactory proof of such total disability being furnish- 


ed the government. 


That the Veterans’ Bureau in each state 


be final arbiter-in determining questions of disability when 
disputes arise. Such a policy would enable the government to 


render the necessary aid to worthy veterans. 


It would -pre- 


serve to the veteran his liberty of choosing the persons and 
institutions to render: such aid. It would preserve the often 
declared policy of the government not to enter private busi- 
ness in competition with its citizens.” 


Do you get the above? Well, this is what it means. 


The 


government at present is giving free hospital service to dis- 
abled veterans, even to disabled veterans who were not dis- 


abled in the war. 


The trust doctors are horrified at seeing 


this money getting away from them. They propose to put a 
stop to it by having a system of insurance inaugurated. This 
would put the money right into the hands of the individual 
soldiers where the medical trust doctors could go after it and 


get it. 


They insist on the disabled soldier having the right 


to spend this money with anybody who can persuade him to 
spend it with them. They are striking at the whole system 
of free hospitalization of disabled soldiers ae 1 a ted paltry 


dollars.

and, in my opinion, it never will in 
the future, ask congress to enact 
any legislation that is unfair, or 
that would place an_ unjust, bur- 
den on our country,” he said. 

The Legion legislative program is 
being largely framed in departmen- 
tal conventions, which are naming 
delegates to the Detroit gathering. 
Any predictions at this time are 
nothing more, he warned. 

But based on the past action of 

the Legion, O’Neil indicated that 
complete payment of the soldier’s 
bonus may be asked, liberalization 
of the world war veterans act urg- 
ed, including pensions for widows 
and orphans, unemployment relief, 
building of a “treaty navy” and le- 
gislation to take the profit out of 
war. 
O’Neil declared that the soldiers 
compensation law, under which 
veterans could borrow up to 50 per- 
cent of their policies, has been mis- 
represented. No burden has been 
Placed on the taxpayers, he said. 
Instead, the government, by loans 
ing to veterans at 4 1-2 percent and 
borrowing money at much less, is 
making money on the loans.
